IN FISCAL 1946 


Reduction of 17 Billions 
From 1945 Period — 
National Debt Would 
Mount to 292 Billions, 
Message Estimates.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—The di- | 


rect cost of the war for the fiscal 
year 1946 (the period from July 1, 
1945, to July 1, 1946) is estimated 
by the President at 70 billion dol- 
lars in his annual budget message, 
sent to Congress today. Other 
projected expenditures of the Gov- 
ernment increase the total budget 
for the year to 83 billion dollars. 
The 70-billion-dollar war figure, 
it was said at the Budget Bureau 
today. is based on the conception 
that the United States will still 


be fighting a full-scale war against 
both Germany and Japan through- 
out the period. A reduction is nat- 
urally to be expected if develop- 
ments permit a slackening of the 
war effort. 

The President, in his message, 
calling attention to the fact that 
the present budget planning is for 
a period ending 18 months in the 
future, puts the matter in this wise: 

“My only prediction i that our 
enemies will be defeated 
before we lay down our arms. De- 
pending on various assumptions 
which may reasonably be made 
with respect to the course of the 
war, estimates of war expenditures 
for the fiscal year 1946 range from 
less than 60 to more than 80 billion 
dollars. I propose to use 70 billion 
dollars as a tentative estimate.... 
The rate of actual spending must 
depend on developments on the 
battle fronts.” 

Budget Comparisons. 

The estimated total of 83 bil- 
lions of Government expenditure 
for fiscal 1946 compares with 100 
billions (in round figures) esti- 
mated for the current year, ending 
next July 1, and with an actual 
outlay of around 95 billions for 
the fiscal year 1944.

CLIPPER CRASHES, 23 OF 30 
ABOARD APPARENTLY KILLED 


MIAMI, Fia., Jan. 9 (AP).—Pan 
American Airways reported today 
that 23 persons apparently were 


killed last night in the crash at 
Port of Spain, Trinidad, of an 
Africa-bound Clipper. 

W. O. Snyder, airlines manager 
here, said reports from the scene 
“indicated that 23 of the 30 per- 
sons aboard were lost.” Seven 
passengers and crewmen _ are 
known to be safe. The flying boat 
carried a crew of 13. 

The 26-ton plane, which began 
service as the China Clipper in 
1935 on the airline’s trans-Pacific 
routes, apparently crashed in the 
darkness while coming in to alight 
in a flare-marked area. Early re- 
ports indicated the ship broke up 
and sank. Navy divers went to 
work long before dawn in an ef- 
fort to raise the wreckage.

The Tokyo radio reported that 
United States warships, which be- 
gan bombarding Lingayen last 
Saturday, were slackening their 
fire, “evidently due to the loss of 
regular aircraft carriers.”

“Merchantmen at War,” published 
by Britain's Ministry of Informa- 
tion.

GERMANS HALTED 
ABOVE BUDAPEST, 
Hl FROM WEST 


Reds Slow New Counter- 
attack—Foe’s Drive on 


North Checked 15 
Miles From City. 


MOSCOW, Jan. 9 (AP). — Red 
Army troops have halted the big 
German counterassault northwest 
of Budapest and _ considerably 
slowed the attack beating in on 
the west of the Hungarian capital, 
front dispatches said today. It was 
the eighth day of the Nazi drive 
to reach the encircled garrison in 
Budapest. 

Within 24 hours, the Russians 
may recapture the initiative 
against the Nazis who have struck 
to within 15 miles of Budapest on 


the northwest, reports said. Hand- 
to-hand fighting meanwhile was 
stepped up inside the capital, 

(This dispatch from Moscow in- 
dicates for the first time that the 
Germans either are attacking from 
two directions toward Budapest or 
have shifted the weight of the as- 
sault northwest of the city south- 
ward in an attempt to cut through 
to the capital from due west, 

(A Berlin broadcast said Col. 
Gen. Heinz Guderian, German 
Army chief of staff, had visited 
the fighting lines “at the western 
approaches” to Budapest.) 

Russians Push Nearer Austria. 


Soviet forces hitting along the 
north bank of the Danube ap- 
proached within gun range of Ko- 
marom, a springboard of the Nazi 
relief drive toward Budapest. 

A three-mile advance north of 
the Danube yesterday carried 
troops of Marshal Rodion Y. Mali- 
novsky’s Third Ukrainian Army 
to a point less than seven miles 
from Komarom, key communica- 
tions center.

PARIS, Jan. 9 (AP).—A big 
tank battle broke out today in 
a blinding blizzard three miles 
northeast of Laroche, where 
the American ‘‘Hell on 
Wheels’’ Second Armored Di- 
vision fought violently for 
Samree on the severed main 
east-west road through the 
Belgian bulge. 

Other American forces to the 
east had advanced to within less 
than three miles of the St, Vith- 
Houffalize highway, the § Iiast 
lateral supply artery of the Ger- 
mans in the bulge. (These appar- 
ently were elements of the Ameri- 
can Third Armored Division, 
previously reported within three 
miles of the Houffalize.road in 
the area south of Vielsalm.) 

Still other American troops were 
within a mile of Laroche. 

Field Marshal Karl von Rund- 
stedt was reported to have shifted 
tanks and guns from the Bastogne 
area On the south to ret the 
grave new threat to his last road 
on the north. 

It was again reported tonight 
that the Germans were pulling 
back from the western tip of their 
salient in Belgium. British troops 
were advancing in that area, south 
of Marche. 

Loss of the St. Vith-Houffalize 
road would for the first time 
seem to leave the Germans in 
precarious positions, reports from 
the north flank said. 

Turning Point Believed Near. 

Roger D. Greene, Associated 
Press correspondent north of the 
bulge, said “events suggest that 
the next 12 to 24 hours may pro- 
vide the turning point in the 
great battle.” 

At least nine towns were cap- 
tured in the bulge, but on the 
south side the Germans fought 
back into Tillet and forced Lt. 
Gen. George S.° Patton's Third 
Army to fall back a mile on a 
three-mile front west of Bastogne. 

The battle was in drifts four to 
five feet high and in heavy new 
»snow falls, 

Despite the storm and drifts 
which impeded equally the attack 
and the German escape, the 
United States Second Armored Di- 
vision struck heavily at Samree 
against mobile and dug-in German 
tanks. 

The Second won fame in North 
Africa, Sicily, Normandy and in 
the drive across France. Its 
commander is “Old Gravel Voice,” 
Maj. Gen. Ernest N. Harmon. 

The battle for Samree broke 
during the morning and raged on 
into the afternoon. The issue 
still was at stake at 5 p. m. Some 
of the German tankmen were 
using captured American Sher- 
man tanks. The Nazis had dug 
in a number of their own tanks 
to defend the town, which is on 
the main east-west road from La- 
roche to St. Vith, broken or domi- 
nated for 15 miles yesterday by 
the attacking Americans. 

Elimination of the German 
pocket at Samree would give the 
Americans control of the highway 
almost to Vielsalm, nine miles 
west of St. Vith. 

It snowed heavily for the sec- 
ond straight night and the fall 
continued until noon, depriving 
the ground forces of air support. 
All planes, including bombers, 
were grounded. 

Foe Uses Flying Bombs. 

A dispatch from the United 
States Ninth Army front “in Ger- 
many” said German flying bombs 
suddenly were thrown against the 
army in salvos of threes and 
fours. Continuance of blizzard 
conditions restricted ground activ- 
ity all along the Roer River.

GEN. MACARTHUR 
AND NIMITZ MEET; 
BIG THINGS HINTED 


Major Pacific Operations 
Have Followed Previ- 


ous Conferences of Pair 
—No Details Disclosed. 


U. S. PACIFIC FLEET HEAD- 
QUARTERS, Pearl Harbor, Jan. 
9 (AP).—A sure sign that some- 
thing big is brewing in the Pa- 
cific war is the just disclosed 
meeting between Adm. Chester 
W. Nimitz and Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur. 

It was the third get-together of 
the war between the two, After 
each previous meeting major 
blows were struck against Japa- 
nese positions by Navy-supported 
amphibious troops. 

The announcement of the meet- 
ing, issued by Nimitz at his Pa- 
cific Fleet headquarters here yes- 
terday, merely said that the con- 
ference in the Philipinnes the last 
week of December covered “var- 
ious matters.” 

Soon after Nimitz and Mac- 
Arthur and their staffs held their 
first strategic discussion in New 
Guinea, Army troops of the South- 
west Pacific command invaded 
the Hollandia area of Dutch New 
Guinea—supported for the first 
time by naval units of Nimitz’s 
command. 

The second meeting, with Pres- 
ident Roosevelt sitting in, was 
at Honolulu in late July. The Pa- 
cific Fleet in the next few weeks 
extended its carrier task force 
strikes to the Philippines as Mac- 
Arthur moved north through the 
Moluccas, 

Nimitz’s ships and _ carrier 
planes then defeated the Japanese 
in the second battle of the Philip- 
pine Sea while MacArthur’s men 
were conquering Leyte. 

Since the belatedly announced 
third meeting between the two 
five-star commanders, fleet forces 
have struck new blows in direct 
and diversionary support of Mac- 
Arthur’s push through the Philip- 
pines toward the key island of 
Luzon. 

The Navy announcement, which 
was as silent as MacArthur’s com- 
muniques about Japanese claims 
that an invasion force was off 
Luzon’s beaches, said Nimitz 
flew to the Philippines for the

CITY 10 PROTEST OVER 
$900,000 RELIC BILL 


Delegation to Appear Before) 
Legislative Committee 
at Capital. 


A delegation of city officials was 
directed by Mayor Aloys P. Kauf- 
mann to appear today before the 
Appropriations Committee of the 
State House of Representatives to 
protest against a bill which pro- 


poses a tentative appropriation of 
$500,000 for relief purposes for the 
first six months of this year. 

Calling the proposed amount in- 
sufficient, the Mayor also re- 
quested St. Louis members of the 
House to appear before the com- 
mittee in an effort to get an in- 
creased appropriation. 

“If essential relief needs of Mis- 
souri citizens who are unable to 
work are to be met on an ade- 
quate basis for the next six 
months’ emergency period,” he 
said in telegrams to these mem- 
bers, “the cost will be $1,976,725.” 

As now written, the Mayor said, 
the bill would make only $83,330 
available monthly for needy unem- 
ployables throughout the State. He 
pointed out that in November it 
required $73,045 to care for the 
unemployables in St. Louis alone. 

“Because of insufficient funds,” 
he added, “this cost covered only 
80 per cent of the actual needs of 
these persons and their families.”

Nolte’s Reply. 

Comptroller Nolte, in his reply 
accepting the resignation, said 
that when he appointed Nelson in 
May, 1941, “‘we both assumed that 
your tenure would be secure s0 
long as you satisfactorily per- 
formed the services required.” 

“That you did so with ability has 
not been and cannot be disputed,” 
he said. 

“When I appointed you, I could 
not have anticipated that your 
tenure would be subjected to at- 
tack by those charged with the) 
establishment and maintenance of 
a system intended to provide for 
effectiveness in personal services 
rendered the city, and fairness 
and equity to employes and tax- 
payers. No one could have then 
known that such persons would 
treat your right to continue to 
serve the city any differently from 
the way they treated those who 
were appointed and held positions 
in the unclassified service under 
former provisions of the Charter 
at the time of the adoption of the 
amendment. 

‘Neither could we have then an- 
ticipated that such tests as they 
attempted to impose would be so 
unfair, so impractical, so remote 
from the requirements of the job, 
and, in the field of knowledge of 
applicable law, so absurdly incom- 
petent, both as to the character 
of the questions and the standard 
for correct answers. Yet we have 
seen all of these things occur in 
your case. I regret we could not 
have carried on the fight to the 
end, that the public could be made 
more aware of the disservice done 
the purpose of a merit system by 
such practices.” 

Collector Gruner said today that 
Nelson would be chief bookkeeper 
in his office, at a salary “about the 
same” as that which he has re- 
ceived in the Comptroller's office, 


Failed in August Test. 

Thor W. Bruce, then acting di- 
rector of personnel of the Civil 
Service Commission, notified Nol- 
te last Aug. 18 that Nelson, who 
had held his position on a tem- 
porary status, failed to pass the 
examination for Accountants I, 
held Aug. 5. He cited a provision 
of the civil service law that “when 
an examination is held for a par- 
ticular class of position, all tem- 
porarily filled jobs in that class 
shall be declared vacated when 
the list of eligibles is signed.” He 
requested Nolte to remove Nel- 
son’s name from the city payroll 
by Aug. 28. 

Nolte refused to take such ac- 
tion, and announced that he 
would fight the matter in the 
courts. As it was the duty of the 
City Counselor's office to act in 
behalf of the Civil Service Com- 
mission, Nolte decided to employ 
special counsel, and the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment, con- 
sisteing of the Mayor, Comptrol- 
ler and President of the Board of 
Aldermen, approved a proposed 
$1000 appropriation for that pur-. 
pose. This caused public criticism, 
and Nolte announced that he 
would finance his side of the liti- 
gation personally. 

The city’s injunction suit, to 
restrain Nolte from keeping Nel- 
son on the payroll, was filed in 
Circuit Court, but encountered de- 
lays, a recent ruling being that 
Nelson, as well as Nolte, must be 
named as a defendant in the suit. 
The city withdrew its suit in Cir- 
cuit Court Dec. 29, to permit filing 
in the State Supreme Court, in the 
hope of an early decision.

Others Go Directly to 
Plants Listed in Post- 
Dispatch as Needing 
More Workers. 


The largest number of job seek- 
ers in about four months -visited 
the United States Employment 
Service yesterday in response to 
urgent appeals for workers by 
St. Louis war plants faced with 
manpower shortages. 

An additional and unestimated 
number went directly to the plants 
whose requirements and location 
were listed in the Post-Dispatch 
yesterday, 

About 3100 persons were 
counted at the main office of the 
employment service, 410 North 
Broadway. An estimated 2000 of 
these applied for work, and of 
the 2000 about 80 per cent were 
referred to jobs. A majority of 
the applicants were more than 
30 years old, and about 70 per cent 
were women. 

About 800 persons, 30 per cent 
more than is usual on Monday, 
applied at the branch office at 
3141 Olive street, and 66 applied 
at the other branch at 3767 South 
Broadway. 

It was announced that a re- 
cruiting caravan which has been 
touring districts within about 60 
miles of St. Louis has signed up 
an average of 60 workers a day 
for the last three days. Transpor- 
tation to plants in or near St. 
Louis is arranged for persons liv- 
ing in this area. 

In an effort to persuade appll- 
cants at the main office to accept 
available employment, two wound- 
ed veterans, who have been re- 
cuperating at O'Reilly General 
Hospital, Springfield, Mo., will tell 
each day of their experiences. Two 
veterans who gave informal talks 
yesterday were credited with in- 
fluencing 18 persons to take jobs. 

No estimate was available as 
to the number of persons classi- 
fied as 4-F who sought work yes- 
terday, but a spokesman for the 
employment service said it would 
be necessary for many plants to 
reduce physical specifications to 
utilize fully this potential labor 
supply. 

The employment service has 
registered at the present time 
about 6000 persons, many with spe- 
cial skills, who are interested in 
obtaining part time jobs. An av- 
erage of only about 550 of these 
persons are being placed each 
month.

| CAN, HE SAYS 


New Governor Expected 
to Make Clean Sweep 
of Penal Board—Mum 
on Appointees. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 9. — 
Gov. Phil M. Donnelly was the 
first person to reach the executive 
offices this morning, after a long 
round of inaugural ceremonies 
yesterday, and told reporters, who 
arrived later, that he would begin 
making his major appointments as 
£00n as possible. 

“I want to make the principal 
appointments as soon as I can,” 
Donnelly said. “I have a lot of 
applications, but I want to look 
them over carefully.” 

He indicated there would be but 
slight delay in the appointment of 
the St. Louis Police and Election 
Boards. Terms of the four mem- 
bers of the St. Louis Board of Po- 
lice Commissioners, all Repub- 
licans, expired last Jan. 1. Terms 
of the four members of the bi- 
partisan St. Louis Board of Elec- 
tion Commissioners expire Jan. 15. 

Donnelly said he was receiving 
numerous applications for State 
jobs, particularly the posts in the 
higher salary brackets, but said 
he had made virtually no de- 
cisions. 

“I have been busy winding up 
my own private affairs and 
thought I had better wait until I 
became Governor before deciding 
on appointments,” he said. 

Two appointments which should 
be made soon, he said, are suc- 
cessors to P. F. Willis of Taskee 
Station as commissioner of prison 
industries and member of tbe 
State Penal Board, and John A. 
Ferguson of Cape Girardeau, as 
member of the Missouri Public 
Service Commission. Both men 
resigned recently. 

Donnelly will make a_ clean 
geweep of the State Penal Board, 
ft is understood, but has not indi- 
cated who he will select to carry 
out his plans for modernization of 
the state penal system. 

The present board, appointed by 
former Gov. Forrest C. Donnell, 
was under fire at frequent inter- 
vals during the Donnell adminis- 
tration. The board included Loyd 
I. Miller of Springfield, director of 
penal institutions and chairman of 
the board, and Paul V. Renz of 
Platte County, commissioner of 
farms, both Republicans, and Wil- 
lis, commissioner of prison indus-

General Asserts Allies Took Calculated Risk 
in Leaving Ardennes Area Thinly De- 
fended—Foe, Counting on U. S. Supplies, 
‘Found Slim Pickings in an Empty Pocket.’

T. GEN. OMAR N. BRADLEY said today that thwarting of 


Ardennes may have reduced the 


enemy’s ability to prolong the war, 


Bradley said ut a press conference that the enemy move “may 
materially affect the Germans’ ability to resist.” 


He added the warning that this 
did not mean “we can assume the 
Germans are on the verge of col- 
lapse,” and he said that much 
fighting was ahead. 

He said the Germans had lost 
more prisoners since Dec, 16 than 
the Americans, while their killed 
and wounded probably were many 
times the American killed and 
wounded. 

He described the American halt- 
ing of the German penetration as 
“one of the greatest stories in the 
history of fighting men.” 

He said an attack had been ex- 
pected in the Ardennes area, 
where American forces previously 
had been weakened in order to en- 
able the United First and Third 
Armies to strike. 

Bradley explained that the Al- 
lied chiefs thought they could stop 
any attack in that sector before 
too much damage had been done 
and “this is exactly what has hap- 
pened.” 

He disclosed that many German 
tanks and vehicles had been cap- 
turen when they ran out of fuel 
and when they failed to capture 
large American supplies. 

He emphasized that the shift of 
the First and Ninth Armies to the 
command of Field —— Sir 
Bernard L. Montgomery Was tem- 
porary and that these forces would 
be returned to Bradley's Twelfth 
Army group/when the salient was 
eliminated and direct communica- 
tions re-éstablished. 

Gen. Bradley gave this partial 
outline of the development of the 
battle of the bulge: 

“The German attack was the 
direct result of pressure exerted 
by the Ninth, First and Third 
American armies—and the forces 
of the Sixth Army Group—against 
the weakening German defense 
line. 

“The advances made during 
November and December were 
threatening vital German areas. 
It was necessary that the Ger- 
mans~ launch some diversionary 
attack in sufficient strength fo 
cause the Allies temporarily to 
stop their offensives against these 
vital areas and to try to gain 
time. 

“The buildup of German forces 
had been observed in the Ardennes 
area for some weeks before the 
attack and the possibility of a 
German attack through the Ar- 
dennes was thoroughiy studied by 
me and my staff. 

“In leaving the Ardennes line 
lightly held we took what is 
known in military terminology as 
a ‘calculated risk’ to strengthen 
our northern and southern drives. 
In other words, instead of em- 
ploying our surplus divisions in 
the then-quiet Ardennes, we used 
them to attack in other sectors. 
This technique—of striking boldly 
while taking calculated risks—is 
what has gotten us to the Ger- 
man border. . 

“In my opinion, had we followed 
more cautioug policies we would 
still be fighting west of Paris. We 
feM, in the case of the Ardennes, 
that we could take this risk be- 
cause this territory contained no 
atrategic objectives or large sup- 
ply installations, and when Field 
Marshal Karl Rudolf Gerd von 
Rundstedt sent his troops into 
action with orders to lHive on 
American dumps, they found slim 
pickings in an empty pocket. 
Many of the prisoners we have 
captured have been hungry and 
we have now captured many 
tanks and vehicles stalled for lack 
of fuel.” 


Bradley Given Bronze 
Checking Drive. 

SUPREME HEADQUARTERS, 
ALLIED EXPEDITIONARY 
FORCE, Jan. 9 (AP).—Lt. Gen. 
Omar N. Bradley, commander of 
the United States Twelfth Army 
Group, has been awarded the 
Bronze Star for his prompt action 
in meeting and countering the 
German drive through the Ar- 
dennes, supreme headquarters an- 
nounced today. 

“On Dec, 16 when the enemy 
launched a counteroffensive on 
the Ardennes front, Gen, Bradley 
quickly ‘appreciated al) possible 
consequences and made arrange- 
ments within his army group to 
meet the blow,” said the citation. 

“As the hostile attack drove 
forward in the center, Gen. Brad- 
ley instantly sensed the points at 
which the _ principal defensive 
measures should be concentrated. 

“Realizing that maintenance of 
communications with his northern 
flank would be difficult, he turned 
over to Field Marshal Montgomery 
temporary operational control of 
the United States Ninth Army and 
that part of the United States 
First Army on the north of the 
penetration while he devoted him- 
self to the southern flank. 

“With his tactical skill, clear in-

GERMAN VIEW OF 


OFFENSIVE 


By MAJ. GEORGE 
FIELDING ELIOT

N offensive operation which 
A seeks to achieve a decision by 
penetrating a hostile front 
must be launched with great su- 


able to draw upon fresh reserves 
of power continually until it has 
achieved its objective. 

“An attack on the enemy's 
front,” writes Col. Foertsch of the 
German General Staff (The Art of 
Modern Warfare), “will be the 
most difficult to carry through. 
If it is to lead to success, it must 
continue as a breakthrough of the 
enemy’s lines, and thus artificially 
create the advantages that are in- 
herent in a flank attack from the 
beginning. ... . The first effect of 
a frontal attack will, in the ma- 
jority of cases, be only to push 
back the hostile front for a cer- 
tain distance, and it will not be 
able to attain an early decision. 
..- A victorious issue can only be 
expected if the superiority of the 
offensive forces is overwhelmingly 
great. Such a frontal offensive 
must launch its power from its 
depths, and keep it up....A pen- 
etration requires great depth in 
its setup since it is necessary not 
only to tear open the front of the 
adversary, but to keep open the 
hole that has been torn, to extend 
it, and to continue the operations 
against the new wings and flanks 
that have been created. It is only 
thus that a penetration can be 
successful, for in itself it does not 
contain the possibility of strategic 
victory.” 


Von Leeb’s Comment. 


Field Marshal Gen. Ritter von 
Leeb, one of the ablest of German 
army commanders, has written: 

“Every attacker knows that 
against an organized defensive 
front, be it in a war of movement 
or a war of position, only an at- 
tack led with force and articulated 
in depth has any prospect of 
breaking through.” 

I quote German authorities be- 
cause we are here considering a 
German-initiated operation car- 
ried out by a German profession- 
al soldier, Field Marshal von 
Rundstedt, who was brought up 
in the same school of profession- 
al thought as Von Leeb and 
Foertsch. 

Since the additional German re- 
serves to widen the breach and 
roll up the artificially created 
flanks in Belgium have not made 
their appearance, it is clear, un- 
less such reserves appear very 
soon, that this attack in the Ar- 
dennes was not “articulated in 
depth”: that it dees not have be- 
hind it sufficient reserves of 
power to extend its penetration 
and roll up the artificially created 
flanks of the Allied armies. 

It must, therefore, be consid- 
ered rather as a great raid, in- 
tended for temporary effect only. 

This effect might have been 
very great if it had been possi- 
ble for the attack, with its ad- 
vantage of loca) tactical surprise, 
to crash through to Liege or to 
the supply area of the First U. 
S. Army between Liege and 
Aachen; but this success was de- 
nied it by the swift reaction of 
the First Army, and now itt 
flanks have been contained by the 
rapid regroupings of the Allied 
forces, and the area of penetra- 
tion, instead of expanding, is be- 
ing compressed. 


Good Staff Work. 


This regrouping and its results 
constitute, as Field Marshal Sir 
Bernard L. Montgomery pointed 
out in his press conference Sun- 
day, a very capable and well-han- 
died bit of staff work on the part 
of Allied Supreme Headquarters 
and the Army group and Army 
headquarters immediately con- 
cerned, 

For example, with the signal 
communications north and south 
through Luxembourg temporarily 
severed and with the possible ex- 
tent of the German penetration 
westward as yet undetermined, the 
Twelfth Army Group headquarters 
of Lt. Gen. Omar N. Bradley was 
cut off from two of its three Army 
headquarters—the First and Ninth. 
These two armies, in order that 
their operations should be co-ordi- 
nated, had to pass under the op- 
erational command of the only 
Army group remaining north of 
the area of penetration: the Twen- 
ty-first Army Group of Montgom- 
ery. The transfer seems to have 
been effected smoothly and swift- 
ly. Montgomery then proceeded to 
move elements of the British Sec-

Pan American Union Meeting Set 
For February, Likely in Mexico City 


Argentina Not Invited but May Be Given 
Hearing After Regular Agenda — Stet- 
tinius Expected to Attend.

Argentina has not been invited 
to the February conference, but 
may be given an opportunity to 
present its case to the other Amer- 
ican republics after the regular 
agenda has been covered. The ac- 
tion of the Pan-American board 
of governors was proof, if addi- 
tional proof was needed, that Sec- 
retary Stettinius will follow the 
policy of ostracizing Argentina in- 
itiated by former Secretary Hull. 

The board’s statement hinted 
that there may be a general United 
Nations security conference this 
spring by announcing postpone- 
ment of the Inter-American Tech- 
nical Economic Conference from 
March 15 to June 15, to avoid 
‘nossible conflict” with the United 
Nation meeting and other project- 
ed conferences, 

The statement also said that the 
purpose of the February confer- 
ence was “to study war and post- 
war problems.” This seemed to 
indicate that the meeting may be 
a preliminary to the general se- 
curity meeting of the Allies. 


The State Department an- 
nounced last night that for some 
time it had felt the need of a 
meeting which would serve “to 
strengthen the contribution § of 
the American republics to the 
achievement of cu" common ob- 
jectives in the war, and at the 
same time to reaffirm their lead- 
ership in the constructive effort 
to win a secure and lasting peace.” 

Although the agenda for the 
meeting has not yet been fully de- 
cided on, a possible and even prob- 
able item will be the Dumbarton 
Oaks agreement, which has not 
yet been officially considered by 
the Pan American Union, If this 
subject is discussed the meeting 
may bring criticism and clarifica- 
tion of the voting and other pow- 
ers of the so-called “small nations” 
in the proposed council and as- 
sembly, 

The vote of the Pan American 
Board of Governors to defer the 
Argentine request for a meeting 
of Foreign Ministers was taken 
over the protest of the Argentine 
delegate to the union, Rodolfo 
Garcia Arias, who said after the 
meeting that he had pointed out 
that the decision was inconsistent 
with procedure followed in former 
requests for consultative meetings. 
Further delay on the request, he 
said, would substantially harm the 
system of inter-American consulta- 
tion.

EJECTION of Argentina’s request for an immediate consulta- 
tive meeting of the Foreign Ministers of the American republics 
by the Board of Governors of the Pan American Union yester- 
day prepared the way for a conference of “American republics col- 
laborating in the war effort” in mid-February, probably in Mexico 
City, which Secretary of State Stettinius is expected to attend. 


Reports reaching Washington 
from Buenos Aires said the deci- 
sion was interpreted by official 
circles there as a death sentence 
on the Argentine request, The 
vote, it was said, was no surprise, 
but officials had hoped that a 
miracle might save it, It was also 
stated that there was uncertainty 
whether the Government would 
accept an invitation to lay its case 
before the Foreign Ministers in 
Mexico City after the regular 
agenda had been exhausted. 


The inference of the report that 
Secretary Stettinius will head the 
American delegation to Mexico 
City is that he will not accompany 
President Roosevelt to the pros- 
pective meeting with Prime Min- 
ister Churchill and Marshal Stalin. 
State Department officials decline 
to discuss this possibility. 


United States has no foreign poli- 
cy.

Downward Public Trend. 


Connally’s statement came after 
Senate Democratic Leader Bark- 
ley of Kentucky said congression- 
al leaders had discussed with the 
President what Barkley called the 
downward trend of American pub- 
lic opinion on _ foreign policy. 
Emerging from the conference, 
Barkley indicated that heavy re- 
liance is being placed on a forth- 
coming meeting of Roosevelt, 
Prime Minister Churchill and 
Premier Stalin to improve the sit- 
uation. » 

Asked if there had been any ex- 
pression of concern at today’s con- 
ference “over the direction public 
opinion is going” on foreign af- 
fairs, Barkley said the downward 
trend had been discussed and that 
Roosevelt “is as much aware of it 
as anybody else.” 

“It is being threshed out and 
explored,” Barkley said. “And I 
have a feeling events in the very 
near future will clear up a lot 
of that. That's as far as I can go.” 

To a specific question whether 
he referred to another meeting of 
the Big Three, the majority leader 
said, “That will help.”

Against Peacetime Conscription 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

It is my impression that the majority 
of the people are in favor of compulsory 
military service, believing it will keep 
the United States in a state of perma- 
nent preparedness and prevent war. 

History, however, shows that many Eu- 
ropean nations had compulsory military 
service preceding World War II, and 
their fate is only too well known to us. 

Compulsory military service caused 
thousands of people to leave their home- 
lands during the nineteenth century and 
come to the United States. They were 
tired of regimentation and wanted to 
get away from it. 

Military service is a necessary evil 
in time of war. However, in peace- 
time young men would be unwilling to 
give up the freedom of civilian life and 
put on an army uniform, If compelled 
to do so, the Government will find mil- 
lions of “goldbricks” on the payroll. 

On the other hand, I recognize the 
need for a strong postwar army. Such 
a military organization can be built 
through voluntary enlistment if the 
peacetime army will be a worthwhile 
institution and the job of a peacetime 
soldier a worthwhile one.

A Pretty Good Start 


Some of the recommendations made by Gov. 
Donnelly in his inaugural address yesterday are 
unduly limited in scope, and a few are of obvious 
or minor character, but on the whole the pro- 
gram constitutes a good beginning for Missouri's 
new chief executive. 

Mr. Donnelly makes a sensible, business-like 
approach to his new duties. Not only does he 
reiterate his pledge of economy and efficiency 
in office, but he makes specific proposals in 
those directions. 

Both these purposes would be served by the 
Legislature’s approval of such Donnelly recom- 
mendations as consolidating functions of the 
State Government, eliminating surplus legal 
talent in various departments, restricting the 
printing of non-essential State reports and in- 
stalling a merit system in the State’s eleemosy- 
nary and penal institutions. 

The latter point, however, is one of the new 
Governor’s inadequate recommendations. Grant- 
ed that a merit system “will serve the best inter- 
ests of those for whom these institutions care,” 
as the Governor says. Would it not also serve 
the best interests of other State agencies, and 
of the taxpayers? This is an especially impor- 
tant point since the new Constitution would 
install a merit system only in the two depart- 
ments mentioned by the Governor, covering only 
some 3500 of the 10,000 State employes still 
outside the system. If civil service is to be 
broadened to include all non-policy-making posi- 
tions, as it should be, the Legislature will have 
to do it, and the Governor should take the lead 
in urging such action. As it is, Gov. Donnelly 
has espoused a merit-system plan considerably 
inferior to that of his predecessor, Mr. Donnell. 

On other aspects of the State’s business, the 
new Governor is far-sighted and concerned with 
the public welfare. He urges such essential steps 
as emergency appropriations for relief, a survey 
of the State reformatory and other penal institu- 
tions, change in the date of the fiscal year, co- 
ordination of the building program, better care 
for neglected and delinquent children, and a 
study of the social security laws, with action 
toward removal of undeserving beneficiaries 
from the old-age pension rolls—a long-delayed 
and sadly needed reform. 

The Governor also looks toward the postwar 
future in numerous sound recommendations. 
Foremost among these is the injunction that 
the Legislature regard the State’s $18,000,000 sur- 
plus as a “sacred fund,” to be safeguarded as a 
backlog for providing employment and needed 
public projects when peace brings with it the 
return of job-hunting service men and the shut- 
down of war industries. 

Other sound proposals for the needs that will 
follow V-day are an aviation program, improve- 
ment of the unemployment compensation laws, 
provision of school opportunities for war vet- 
erans, revision of laws as needed to comply with 
the money-lending provisions of the GI Bill of 
Rights, planning for purchase of surplus Federal 
property, arrangement for Missouri’s full par- 
ticipation in the Federal highway-building pro- 
gram and co-operation with the Government’s 
flood-control plan for the Missouri River. 

On this last measure, many will be disappoint- 
ed that the Governor did not go one step further 
and indorse the rapidly growing movement for 
an MVA, with all its many-sided advantages for 
this State and the entire valley. As it was, he 
invited the Legislature to take this step by 
urging support of the plan “that will bring the 
greatest benefits to our State, to the region and 
to the nation as a whole.” Since the President 
has urged Congress several times to enact an 
MVA law, and since many leading Missourians 
have indorsed it, the Governor might well have 
speeded the movement by adding his approval. 
We hope that he will still do so. 

Mr. Donnelly’s bid for co-operation from the 
Legislature was in fine spirit, and the whole 
tone of his address was such as to inspire confi- 
dence from the members, though the majority 
are not of his party. The program that he out- 
lined also deserves, in large part, the confidence 
and support of the public. 
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That Texas Decision 

The way to regulate labor unions, the Supreme 
Court said in effect in invalidating a Texas law, 
is not to require the registration of organizers. 

Some will quarrel with the decision; four 
members of the court took issue with it. Yet 
the majority’s grounds seem sound. Labor unions 
are free associations. Therefore, the court 
majority reasoned, a state could as readily re- 
quire the licensing of anyone “who seeks to 
rally support for any social, business, religious 
or political cause’”—for the Republican party or 
the National Association of Manufacturers. 

The most objectionable feature of the Texas 
law is not that it required registration. A fair 
cause could conceivably be made for registration 
alone. But registration is only the politer name 
for licensing, which is to confer discretion on an 
official to say who may and who may not speak 
his mind. In that broadened context, the major- 
ity decided, and we think correctly, that the law 
interfered with constitutional freedoms of speech 
and assembly. 
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MVA on we March 


Montana, at the headwaters of the Missouri 
stiver, and Missouri, at the mouth, might well 
take cues from each other. On Sunday, a group 
of Montanans gathered at Helena and organized 
a Montana MVA Association to promote the in- 
terests of regional development of the Missour1 
Valley. This is a forward step which Missouri 
should emulate. 

In Missouri yesterday, Gov. Donnelly in- his 
inaugural address recommended that the Legis- 
lature make a study of regional development 
of the Missouri Valley. The study might be made 
by means of a special committee which would 
go to the Tennessee Valley and see for itself 
what TVA has done there. 

Missouri, Montana and every other Missouri 
Valley state could profitably do just that. In 
fact, it would be a splendid idea if all of the 
valley states could form a joint legislative com- 
mittee to make a first-hand study of TVA. 

As we have said before, to see TVA and what 
it has done for the Tennessee Valley is to be- 
come enthusiastic about it—and to become en- 
thusiastic about MVA and what it can do for the 
Missouri Valley. Seeing is believing. All the con- 
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tentions of the opponents of progress that it 
couldn’t be done in the Tennessee Valley look 
rather silly in the face of the fact that it has been 
done, as anyone can see for himself who will take 
the trouble to look. We commend a visit to TVA’s 
valley to the law-makers of the Missouri. 
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Insurance Companies Get a Respite 

The insurance companies are in line for a 
handsome 24-carat concession, now that the 
President has indorsed the pending bill granting 
them immunity from the anti-trust laws, except 
for acts of boycott, coercion or intimidation, 
until March 1, 1946. 

This certainly means giving the companies 
plenty of time to arrange their affairs in order 
to comply with the law, as they were directed 
to do by the Supreme Court last June in its de- 
cision holding that insurance, like every other 
far-flung type of business, is in interstate com- 
merce. It should also mean an end of the in- 
surance lobby’s efforts to push through Congress 
a bill granting permanent immunity from the 
antitrust laws, for the President pointedly says: 
“There is no valid reason for giving any special 
exemption from the anti-trust laws to the busi- 
ness of insurance.” 

The companies have not been the best of losers 
in connection with their setbacks in the courts 
and in Congress. Now they are getting mag- 
nanimous treatment. The author of the bill just 
indorsed by the President is Senator O’Mahoney, 
who vigorously opposed the immunity measure 
in the Senate and deserves a good deal of the 
credit for stopping it there after passage by the 
House. In the face of an extraordinary extension 
of time for compliance, the insurance interests 
should be equally sportsmanlike and give up 
their fight for special privilege. 
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A Lesson Underscored 

The finding of a County Prosecutor that an 
engineer was incapacitated and could not heed 
the signals to stop his train, makes still more 
obvious the lesson to be learned from the wreck 
of two Southern Pacific Railroad trains Dec. 31 
in which 50 persons were killed and more than 
80 injured. 

The strong indications are that the engineer 
was dead or fatally stricken at the time the warn- 
ing signals were passed, for he made no move 
to stop or slow down the train, even after the 
fireman shouted a warning at him. 

Does not this catastrophe, the worst railroad 
wreck of 1944, prove beyond any doubt the 
chances that are taken when the lives of hun- 
dreds on a passenger train are staked upon the 
proposition that a single man at the throttle 
will not die or become incapacitated while the 
train is moving? 

It should show that the safety of passengers 
imperatively demands the backstop of some such 
device as the automatic train control, which 
makes the train respond to warning signals even 
when the engineer does not or cannot,

transport capacity rather than national need, 
which Jean Monnet, the head of its Supply Mis- 
sion to Washington, has announced, is refresh- 
ingly realistic. Some governments have not 
shown any such restraint. 

Monnet knows lend-lease well; indeed, was 
one of the accoucheurs at its birth in 1940-41, 
After the fall of France, Prime Minister Church- 
ill sent him to America to advise the British 
Purchasing Commission, and some credit him 
with having evolved the original idea of Amer- 
ica contributing goods to a common cause, 
rather than lending money and creating debt, 
This background should insure attention for the 
current French requests. 

M. Monnet made it plain that France wanted 
the goods to enable her “to work, to produce and 
to fight for victory,” and that four-fifths of her 
transportation and industrial capacity can now 
be used for these purposes. Since D-day, no im- 
ports have reached civilian France except some 
food through the military. 

That is why the French are so eager for cot- 
ton and other raw materials for their mills, phos- 
phates for their farms and fats to offset their 
chief diet deficiency.

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The Terrific Principle of Battle 


Gen, Lee once remarked that it was well that 
wars were so infrequent, for there was something 
fascinating about the direction of a successful 
battle. Something of this sort must have been 
in Field Marshal Sir Bernard L. Montgomery’s 
mind Sunday when he termed the struggle with 
Von Rundstedt possibly “the most interesting and 
tricky” battle he had ever handled. 

This war has been the school of the General 
even more than of the GI Joe. Just as our 
Civil War made Sherman a fighting prophet, 
the campaigns from El] Alamein to the Rhine 
have made Monty a philosopher of battle. 

Definite and articulated is his theory of battle 
—a theory without which Generals stumble in 
the dark. “The first thing you do in a battle,” he 
says, “is to shape it to your desire. You must 
have poise and balance, so that no matter what 
the enemy does, it will not push you off balance. 
You must look around for weak spots and bring 
something up to plug them. Then, after you 
have done that, you can go ahead with your own 
plans. This is the terrific principle of battle.” 

After the attack in the Ardennes last month, 
things were “untidy”’—he put it mildly—and 
Montgomery busied himself “with getting it tidy 
and getting things in balance.” After regrouping 
the armies, he formed an offensive force, put it 
in action and then the tide of battle turned. 

But these other things he did first—as he 
warned the correspondents; “you can’t hurry 
these things. You must get well balanced and 
have a tidy show.” And a tidy show it has be- 
come.

America coming of age in handling party system, says English mag- 
azine; our parties represent no sharply contrasting policies, but 
are rival machines; outcome based on practical politics, not phi- 
losophy; labor better off with PAC than in forming new party. 


From the New Statesman and Nation, a British Weekly of Opinion 


The American people are becoming adult 
in handling their party system. The es- 
sence of that system is that the two major 
parties do not represent two political or 
economic philosophies or two opposed plans 
for the future of America, 


Such a division on ideas or principles 
would make for disunity in a country the 
size of America, which is divided into six 
or eight major regions, and where the eco- 
nomic interests and inherited prejudices of 
the regions often clash. The two national 
parties are, in effect, two vast political ma- 
chines, each capable of carrying on the 
Federal Government and of adjusting the 
differences between the regions on the 
basis of diplomacy and compromise. 

Each party, therefore, will contain with- 
in itself a cross-section of the nation’s opin- 
ions. The Republican party will be liberal 
in Iowa, Tory in Pennsylvania; the Demo- 
cratic party will be Tory in Mississippi, lib- 
eral in New York City. 


Only a Slight Difference 


When one party is ousted and another 
takes its place, nothing startling happens. 
A slightly different balance between the 
major interests of the sections, a new set 
of faces in Washington, perhaps a slightly 
heavier emphasis on the demands of labor, 
or of business, or of the farmers—that is 
all that a change of administration normal- 
ly means, 


During an election an attempt is always 
made to find “issues,” to suggest that the 
parties are so different and stand so far 
apart that the triumph of one party means 
paradise, of the other doom. The pity’ is 
that this pretense fools some of the people 
some of the time. it rools fewer of them, 
however, in a deadly serious time such as 
the present when the people are stirred to 
think for themselves, 


In 1944 the people understood that the 
real question was which group of men and 
which party machine could best do the job, 
which all agreed the people wanted done: 
co-operation and collective security abroad, 
full employment at home. 

Mr. Dewey asked for votes on the ground 
that he and his friends were young and ef- 
ficient, whereas Mr. Roosevelt and his ad- 
ministration were old, tired and quarrel- 
some. Mr. Roosevelt asked for votes on 
the ground that he and his friends could 
be trusted to carry out the promises that 
both parties had made, in domestic and 
foreign affairs, whereas the Republicans 
could not. 


Three Sanitary Forces 


It was deeply important, this time, that 
as few people as possible should be misled 
by nonsense about fundamental differences 
between the two parties, The differences 
were between men (who might or might 
not be trusted, who might or might not be- 
lieve their parties’ promises), not between 
the parties; for the parties promised ap- 
proximately the same things, And here is 
the importance of citizens’ groups such as 
the Political Action Committee of the CIO, 
voluntary organizations among the church- 
es and the League of Women Voters, 


All three of these groups worked hard to 
remind the people of the importance of 
their choice, to examine the meanings of 
the promises which were being made, and 
to help the voters make up their minds 
which candidates could be trusted and 


which could not. The result of this work 
was the careful combing out of Congres- 
sional candidates who were thought to be 
opposed to progress at home and abroad— 
from the defeat of Hamilton Fish in New 
York State by Augustus Bennet (a Repub- 
lican who was backed by the Democrats) 
to the defeat of William D. Campbell in 
California by Helen Gahagan Douglas. 


Real Grounds for Hope 


An attempt was made by the press to 
describe the PAC as a dangerous innova- 
tion. It was no more new and no more 
dangerous than any other group of citizens 
with a common interest who work together 
to educate themselves on the issues and 
then to make their weight felt. The League 
of Women Voters does the same thing. The 
National Association for the Advancement 
of Colored People does the same thing. 


It igs the traditional method for making 
the American political system as effective 
as possible. It is probable that labor can 
do more for itself and for the country by 
the use of this method than by the forma- 
tion of a labor party, which would neces- 
sarily be a sectional party and which 
would be most unlikely to come to power 
in Washington, 


The morte the elections are examined, the 
more grounds are discovered for quiet hope 
about the future. This time at least, the 
cynics were off in all their predictions. They 
said the elections would divide and embit- 
ter the country; they said the people 
wouldn’t take the trouble to register or 
to vote; they said the same about the sol- 
diers overseas; they said the President 
would lose Congress; they said the British 
would be abused throughout the campaign. 


They were wrong on every count. Per- 
haps they are also wrong when they tell 
us that our nations cannot work together 
in the future.

It no longer would be 
possible for reactionaries to choke bills to 
death in committee, then hide behind a 
curtain of secrecy as to how they voted.

Emily Hahn’ s Life in China, 
Told With a Desire to Shock 


“China to Me,’’ by Emily Hahn. (Doubleday, Doran 

& Co., Garden City, N. Y.) 

Emily Hahn, native St. Louisan, planned 
to stop in Shanghai for two weeka on her 
way to Africa. But Fate was waiting for 
her there, and she stayed from 1935 until 
a repatriated on the Gripsholm in 
1 

Her first job was with the North China 
Daily News—a job which she did not take 
too seriously. Her first lodging was in the 
red-light district, and Misg Hahn tells about 
it with such glee that one feels certain it 
was a very deliberate and shocking choice. 
This unconventional beginning was indica- 
tive of Emily Hahn's whole stay in China, 
because from the start her-life veered fre 
quently from the conventional path, 


Before Miss Hahn left Shanghai she had, 
for business reasons, become the legal wife 
of a Chinese intellectual who already had 
a wife, She had visited in brothels as well 
as diplomats’ homes, she had been granted 
the unprecedented favor of writing the bi- 
ographies of the Soong sisters—a task 
which brought her more or less intimately 
into the daily lives of Mme. Chiang and 
Mme. Kung, and which subjected her to 
incessant bombing in Chungking as the 
Japs tried to ferret out the Chiangs. 

Emily Hahn's analysis (smart-alecky 
analysis, I’m afraid) of the Chinese, of 
their leaders, her persistent gibes at the 
British for their lack of understanding, her 
glimpses of the intellectual and social life 
of China, all make good reading. Had the 
book proposed to be less autobiography and 
more of what Emily Hahn saw, it would 
have been better reading. 

While we were reading “The Soong Sis- 
ters” in America, Emily Hahn was brazenly 
following her unconventional path in China 
by having a child by a married man, Maj. 
Charles Boxer of the British Intelligence 
in Hongkong. This “intermezzo” was in- 
terrupted by the Japanese attack on Pearl 
Harbor and the American declaration of 
war. Hongkong, which was supposed to 
delay the enemy for three months, fell to 
the invaders, 


The remainder of Miss Hahn's book fs a 
story of the Japanese occupation, of the 
subterfuges she used to keep from being 
interned, of obtaining milk for her baby 
and food parcels for her baby’s father, who 
was in custody of the Japs. But Miss 
Hahn's book readg like no other—she would 
see to that. 

She was at times almost a darling of the 
invaders; in fact, she was their special 
charge for a time. Miss Hahn may be com- 
pletely fair in writing about the considera- 
tion and generosity of some of the Jap 
officials, but again it smacks too much of 
one of her calculated poses. 

In spite of this reviewer's constant quar- 
rel with the author, she did read it avidly 
in one big gulp from cover to cover... 
and was and is perturbed because Charlies 
Boxer is still a prisoner of the Japs.

Not the Man of 1940. 


It is best to be quite frank in 
these matters. The Winston 
Churchill of this Greek episode is 
not the man of noble words and 
heroic deeds he was in 1940, but 
a Tory imperialist using the hab- 
its of his Sydney street episode 
of a generation ago to compel the 
resistance movement—as heroic a 
body of men as we have ever seen 
in this war—to submit to their 
previous masters. (As Homé Sec- 
retary, Churchill had Sydney 
street, in a poor section of Lon- 
don, barricaded and called out 
troops to enforce an _ ewiction 
order.) 


It is difficult to conclude that 
Churchill went to Athens for the 
purpose of conciliation. It is diffi- 
cult not to conclude that he went 
there to browbeat the Left into 
giving way. Every phase of his 
interview was like a wound burnt 
into the paper of the Atlantic 
Charter. He threatened; he did 
not try to persuade. 


Knowing, as he must have 
known, that his policy in Greece 
awakens nothing but abhorrence 
from every section of British 
opinion that was anti-Fascist be- 
fore 1939, he counted on the 
drama of his intervention to con- 
ceal the real purpose he had in 
view. It was a miserable per- 
formance throughout, which sug- 
gests that Churchill has lost the 
imaginative understanding which 
made him three years earlier the 
central hero of the civilized world. 


Reaction to His Methods. 


No one can examine the meth- 
ods he has indorsed without a 
vivid sense of two things. First, 
he is deliberately weighing the 
scales against the popular move- 
ment in Greece. That is the voice 
of the reactionary element within 
Churchill, which made him speak 
with such warmth of Mussolini in 
1927 and of the egregious Franco 
only a few months ago. Second, 
I suspect he was not unprepared

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DEAN STEAD TALKS 
ON PUSTWAR ECONOMY 


Says U.S. Will Have World’s 
Most Conservative 


The United States is approach- 
ing a more mature economy in 
which more of the national income 
must be spent and less put into 
physical development, Dean Wil- 
liam H. Stead, retiring dean of 
the School of Business and Public 
Administration at Washington Uni- 
versity, told a meeting of The 
Dunkers here yesterday. 

The Dunkers is an informal or- 
ganization of 52 members who 
meet at the Claridge Hotel for 
round table discussions of current 
topics. Dean Stead was a guest at 
yesterday's session. 

“Up to now,” he said, “we have 
been developing our economic 
plant, with as much as 25 per cent 
of our national income being 
plowed back into expansion. I be- 
lieve that in our postwar economy, 
we will find greater benefits and 
opportunities in larger individual 
purchasing power. I believe there 
should be widesgale planning for 
job resources by’the Government, 
but that actual work should be 
done by private enterprise as 
much as possible. 

“I expect that the United States 
will have the world’s most con- 
servative economy after the war. 
We are going to eliminate the Nazi 
fascist type of regime, which will 
leave the Russian system prevail- 
ing in Europe. There is substan- 
tially no middle class in the coun- 
tries near Russia in Europe and 
Asia, and their position is more 
analogous to Russia than to us.” 

Dean Stead predicted that after 
the war there would be a strong 
trend toward conservatism in this 
country and an effort to lessen 
government controls as much as 
possible. He spoke in favor of a 
“budget” of 60 million jobs, with 
every encouragement given to pri- 
vate industry to provide them and 
with government-sponsored jobs 
regarded as an economic balance 
wheel, 

Dean Stead will assume his new 
position of director of the Insti- 
tute of Research and Training in 
the Social Sciences and professor 
of business administration at Van- 
derbilt University, Nashville, 
Tenn., on Feb. 1.

CHICAGO, Jan. 9 (AP).—The 
first major sports pow-wow since 
President Roosevelt's suggestion 
for a national work draft, the 
National Football League opened 
a four-day session today intent on 


priming for what it hopes will be 
a fourth wartime season, 

Foremost topic will be the man 
power question, although officials 
of the li-club circuit are expected 
to spar in typical fashion over 
proposed rule changes, drafting of 
new players, schedules and new 
franchises. They may even hurdle 
the $25,000-per year contract of 
Commissioner Elmer Layden, now 
entering the final year of his five- 
season term. 

But underlying all discussions 
will be the momentous question 
of whether the league’s 4-F stud- 
ded player ranks will hold up un- 
der a sharpened work-or-fight 
edict recommended by the Presi- 
dent. 

Some observers believe pro foot- 
ball is in better shape than base- 
ball to meet the projected man 
power clamp-down for the simple 
reason that it operates on a one- 
day-a-weak basis and its players 
can spend the rest of their time 
at essential jobs. In fact, many 
pros have been doing just that 
for the past two seasons. 

Be that as it may, any appre- 
ciable reduction in the league’s 
4-F’s would start a red light flick- 
ering on the 1945 season. Four 
representative clubs have report- 
ed about 70 per cent of their 1944 
players were 4F. There were 
around 310 players who performed 
last season which Iindicates that 
perhaps as many as 200 4-F’s are 
wearing the cash-and-carry colors. 

The review of the league’s draft 
list of some 300 collegians now 
eligible for professional play will 
be virtually meaningless as far as 
the 1945 season is concerned.

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MEN LAGKING COUNSEL 
HIN WRITS ON APPEAL 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 9 (AP).— 
The United States Supreme Court 
ruled yesterday the Missouri Su- 
preme Court improperly denied a 
writ of habeas corpus to Charles 
Williams, sentenced to 15 years’ 


imprisonment onarobbery charge. 
Justice Douglas delivered the 7-2 
opinion. Justice Frankfurter 
wrote the dissenting opinion, in 
which Justice Roberts concurred. 

Williams was convicted in Cir- 
cut Court in Iron County, Mis- 
souri. In his request to the Su- 
preme Court for a writ of habeas 
corpus he said he was denied as- 
sistance of counsel at his trial. 

Roy McKittrick, Missouri Attor- 
ney General, said Williams did not 
contend he was unable to employ 
counsel. The contention is essen- 
tial under Missouri law before the 
trial court is required to appoint 
an attorney. 


The high tribunal also reversed 
the action of the Missouri Supreme 
Court in denying a writ of habeas 
corpus to O. C. Tomkins, convicted 
in Pemiscot County Circuit Court 
and sentenced to life imprison- 
ment on a murder charge. Justice 
Douglas deliyered the 7-2 decision, 
with Justice Frankfurter writing 
the dissent, in which Justice Rob- 
erts concurred, 


corpus writ on the ground he was 
denied assistance of cqunsel dur- 
ing the trial. McKittrick contend- 
ed that Tomkins did not exhaust 
his remedies in Missouri courts be- 
fore appealing to the Supreme 
Court, and also stated that Tom- 
kins did not contend he was un- 
able to employ counsel, 

In both cases the Supreme 
Court held the defendants were en- 
titled to counsel under the Four- 
teenth Amendment to the Consti- 
tution despite contentions that 
they had not satisfied the Missouri 
law in applications for writs,

already has started on legislation 
dealing with 4-Fs, he said. 

As Vice President Wallace, 
whose term ends Jan, 20, left the 
White House, a reporter asked if 
there was anything new on a new 
job for him. The retiring Vice 
President merely snickered. 

Others attending the conference 
were Vice President-elect Truman, 
Speaker Rayburn and House Ma- 
jority Leader McCormack. 
Senate and Foreign Policy. 

Meanwhile, administration sup- 
porters turned thumbs down on 
any Senate action on foreign pol- 
icy in advance of Roosevelt's meet- 
ing with Churchill and _ Stalin. 
Senator George (Dem.), Georgia, 
told reporters he thought it would 
be unwise for the Senate to at- 
tempt any declaration of prin- 
ciples at this time. 

“It is highly debatable that any 
action the Senate might take now 
would strengthen the hand of the 
President,” George declared, ‘‘We 
must rely on the President to pre- 
sent the American viewpoint in 
his conferences with Churchill 
and Stalin.” 

George's remarks came as Sen- 
ators Hatch (Dem.), New Mexico, 


who is scheduled to be named a, 


member of the committee, and 
Ball (Rep.), Minnesota, pursued 
efforts to line up majority support 
behind a proposed affirmative dec- 
laration of foreign policy on the 
part of the Senate. 

Connally is known to oppose any 
such action now on the ground 
that it would furnish an entering 
wedge for possible country-divid- 
ing debate. 

Republicans Plan Debate. 

Republicans and some antiad- 
ministration Democrats are pre- 
paring to open up the foreign pol- 
icy field when the Senate meets 
tomorrow, 

Senator Wiley (Rep.), Wiscon- 
sin, who has disagreed with many 
administration moves in the inter- 
national field, has asked for time 
to speak. He recently was ap- 
pointed to the Foreign Relations 
Committee. 

Senator Wheeler (Dem.), Mon- 
tana, currently chief critic of 
Roosevelt's dealings with other 
nations, is ready to read a stack 
of telegrams. He said these com- 
mended his demand that the Al- 
lies drop the unconditional sur- 
render demand and lay down spe- 
cific peace terms to the Axis. 

Likewise, Senator Vandenberg 
(Rep.), Michigan, has been pound- 
ing out on his typewriter a speech 
he said would make some con- 
crete suggestions about foreign 
policy. It would not, he said, be 
unduly critical of moves that have 
been made. 

Administration Democrats, mean- 
while, rallied behind the Pres- 
ident’s exposition of his views in 
his State-of-the-Union message. 


| They cautioned restraint, aiso, in 


Senate discussion of these inter- 
nationally ticklish questions, 

Senator Hill of Alabama, the 
Democratic whip, said a reread- 
ing of the message convinced him 
Roosevelt had gone about ag far 
as he could in laying down policy 
before his important meeting with 
Churchill and Stalin, generally ex- 
pected to take place early in 
February.

A two-day struggle for the crest 
of an important hill on Leyte, in 
which Sgt. William B. Beste of 
St. Charles, participated, was de- 
scribed in an Army dispatch to- 
day.

PAY CEILING VIOLATION 
CASES HEARD BY PANEL 


WLB Group Investigating 
Charges Against 8 St. 
Louis Firms. 


Charges against three more St. 
Louis firms said to have made il- 
legal wage payments to employes 
were heard today by a three-man 
panel of the enforcement division 


-of the regional War Labor Board 


in session at the New Federal 
Building. 

The board contended that W. G. 
Shelton Co., 1709 Locust street, 
had given wage increases in vio- 
lation of the Wage Stabilization 
Act in the amount of $230,475. It 
charged Knapp - Monarch, 3501 
Bent avenue, with overpaying 
$282,060 and Montaldo’s Town 
House, 4914 Maryland avenue, with 
granting $32,271. in illegal wages. 


Eight St. Louis firms had been 
cited by the board. 

At hearings yesterday, defend- 
ants attributed overpayments to 
increased cost of living and the 
keen competition to keep employes 
on their pay rolls. Marcy K. 
Brown, of Kansas City, Mo., chair- 
man of the panel, said the panel 
found no willful violations and 
that all of the companies which 
testified are now complying with 
the letter of the stabilization pro- 
gram, 


Kunzelman Brothers and Nick 
Kunzelman, both jewelry manu- 
facturers at 812 Olive street, were 
orderéd to deduct 20 per cent from 
wage allowances on their 1944 Iin- 
come tax statements because of 
the violations. They had overpaid, 
respectively, $24,856 and $8588. 

Mound-Carotherg Casket Co., 
2000 North Second atreet, which 
overpaid wages in the amount of 
$21485 was ordered to deduct 10 
per cent from its wage allowance 
on its 1944 tax. The company, ad- 
mitting the violation, had offered 
the board a 25 per cent settlement 
on the overpayments,’ but after 
hearing testimony, the panel de- 
clined the offer and assessed the 
10 per cent penalty. 

Mermod - Jaccard- King Jewelry 
Co., 900 Locust street, admitted 
overpayments and the case was 
continued with a hearing set to 
take place in Kansas City. 

Joseph Chused, attorney for the 
Hal-Mar Dress Co., 706 Washing- 
ton avenue, obtained a reduction 
in the charges against the com- 
pany from $10,075 to approxi- 
mately $4000 and a hearing was 
set to be held in Kansas City. 

All five firms, Brown said, have 
rolled back their wages to levels 
as of Oct. 3, 1942.

‘States armies and brought the 
British troops into action on the 
American First Army’s southern 
flank, 

This is excellent evidence of the 
calm thinking and cool perform- 
ance with which the Allied com- 
manders met the German shock. 
It reflects the highest possible 
credit not only on the personal 
leadership of Eisenhower, Mont- 
gomery, Bradley and the Army 
commanders; it is also evidence 
of the extraordinary efficiency of 
the Anglo-American team work 
which has been the foundation 
stone of Eisenhower's exercise of 
command in the European theater 
of operations. 

This power-team is not going to 
be defeated by a German raid 
launched from weakness rather 
from strength in a desperate at- 
tempt to gain a little more time. 

The Germans can do this sort 
of thing whenever they think it 
worth while and have the strength 
to try. It cannot be prevented; 
but it can be dealt with, just as 
the present German operation is 
being dealt with.

ASE E-256: Dr. Harry G., aged 30, is a trained psychologist 
(:: the field of Vocational Guidance. “We invited him to 

address our High School PTA meeting,” an advertising 
executive informed me, “He seemed to know his stuff, all 
right, but he certainly should have had a course in public 
speaking. For example, he spoke in tones that would be O. K, 
in a small business office, but they were hardly audible 
beyond the third or fourth row, Somebody in the audience 
called out that we couldn't hear him. He raised his voice 
but we still couldn’t catch his words in the back of the room. 
Then he tried to illustrate his address with printed cards the 
size of typewriter paper. Our audience was made up of at 
least 1500 people, so you can imagine how futile it was to 
expect them to see small print on 8%x1l pages. But he never 
seemed to realize the incongruity of his behavior. He would 
tell us to ‘Look at this figure in the lower left-hand corner 
of the page,’ when we could hardly see the page itself.

“ANOTHER EVIDENCE OF his failure to understand 
public platform psychology occurred when he decided to use 
the blackboard. Instead of employing white chalk, he picked 
up the red chalk. Naturally, we couldn’t see it. We were 
growing restless and irritable, when the banker of our town 
spoke up rather sharply and asked if this meeting was to be 
a visual test for the audience or a discussion of vocational 
guidance. Dr. Harry apologized and employed white chalk 
at once and also increased the size of his writing. I will give 
him credit, Dr. Crane, for knowing his subject matter and for 
being willing to try to present it, but why can’t any. educated 
man have at least a little gumption about the rudiments of 
public speaking? I should think that every college man would 
take at least one course in speech. Then he would know 
enough to talk so the rear rows could hear.”

If it weren't for the advent of loud speakers, a 
majority of them could scarcely be heard beyond the first 
rows, And they seem almost wholly devoid of a sense of 
dramatics or of public platform devices for pepping up an 
audience. They don’t “package” their ideas attractively. Every- 
body of average intelligence can soon learn how to make an 
interesting speech. It really isn’t very difficult to do, if you 
follow the proper psychological formulae. But be sure you 
speak loudly.

HERE are not many cook 

books that include a recipe for 

Vichyssoise Soup. Perhaps 
the mame scares the authors out 
of using it, especially if their hope 
is for every owner of the book 
to try out every last one of the 
recipes. But this soup is simple 
and easy, even though it does have 
a “snooty” name. Leeks and po- 
tatoes are simmered in chicken 
stock and at the last, thin cream 
or top milk is added. Its eating 
qualities, however, are just as im- 
posing as the name, Leeks and 
potatoes have an affinity for each 
other so far ag flavor agd texture 
is concerned, And if the green 
part of the leeks is tender enough 
to use, it contributes pretty green 
color. A good brand of bouillon 
cubes, either chicken or beef fla- 
vored, or one of the meat flavoring 
extracts that come in liquid or 
paste form, or better yet, genuine 
chicken stock can be used. No 
matter which you choose you will 
still come out with something very 
good to eat. I hope you will learn 
to appreciate leeks if you haven't 
already, and that next spring noth- 
ing will keep you from growing 
them right in your own garden. 


Vichyssoise Soup. 


One-fourth cup shortening, part 
butter; two cups chopped leeks; 
one-third cup chopped onion; three 
cups thinly sliced potatoes (four 
medium); four cups water; four 
chicken bouillon cubes, one and 
one-fourth teaspoons salt; one- 
eighth teaspoon pepper; one-half 
cup sliced leek, if desired; one- 
half cup top milk or cream, 


Heat shortening in two quart 
saucepan, add chopped leeks and 
onions and saute until soft and 
very light golden brown. Add po- 
tatoes, water, bouillon cubes and 
seasonings and simmer gently un- 
til done, 10 to 15 minutes. Force 
through fine sieve or food mill. 
Add whole slices of leek and re- 
heat to serve, Top milk or cream 
may be mixed with soup or added 
on top of each bowl, after it is 
poured, as a garnish. This gives 
a very interesting marbled effect. 
Serve piping hot. Four generous 
servings. 

Breakfast, 
halves, scrambled eggs, 
patties, whole wheat toast. 

Luncheon: Vichyssoise 
crisp crackers, dried beef 
cream cheese ‘sandwiches, 
apples. 

Dinner: Whitefish baked in 
milk, parsley boiled potatoes, but- 
tered spinach. Beet and onion 
salad, rolls, lemon meringue pie. 

Lemon Meringue Pie. 

Here’s a lemon meringue pie 
which is sweetened with only con- 
densed milk in the filling, though 
it does use three tablespoons of 
sugar in the meringue. Condensed 
milk adds plenty of sweetness and 
also a richness you may never 
have encountered in your regular 
peacetime recipe, which probably 
contained no milk at all. You're 
sure to like it. Beat three egg 
yolks until thick and creamy. Add 
one and one-third cups sweetened 
condensed milk (15-ounce tin), 
one-half cup lemon juice and one 
teaspoon grated lemon rind and 
one-eighth teaspoon salt. Beat un- 
til thick and smooth. Turn this 
mixture into a baked and cooled 
pie shell, Beat three egg whites 
until stiff, and continue beating 
while gradually adding the sugar. 
Spread meringue on top of pie fill- 
ing, spreading to touch crust all 
around, and swirling meringue 
attractively. Brown meringue for 
eight to 10 minutes in a moderate 
oven (350 degrees). 

Milk to drink: Three cups for 
each child, one cup for each adult.

in one survey, were unable to 
name either of the United States 
Senators from their state.

Senator Borah at that time was 
very much in the public press, and 
the fact that he was the United 
States Senator from Idaho was 
probably mentioned at least once 
a day. 

There are many other obvious 
things cited by Mr. Roper which 
make one wonder whether the 
great majority of people really 
read their newspapers and wheth- 
er, when they listen on the radio, 
they take in much of what they 
hear. Today thi§ is rather serious 
as the public questions to be de- 
cided on are going to affect each 
and every person in his daily life. 
If people make up their minds 
without adequate knowledge, prej- 
udice which has come to them 
from former’ generations. will 
many times be the only factor con- 
sidered, and the chance of making 
an intelligent decision is pretty 
small. Tomorrow I will quote 
from a letter which will illustrate 
this fact. 

- Popovers 

One cup flour; one-fourth tea- 
spoon salt; two well beaten eggs; 
seven-eighths cup milk; one-half 
tablespoon melted margarine. 

Mix and sift flour and salt. Com- 
bine eggs and milk. Stir into the 
flour mixture gradually. Then add 
shortening and beat with a rotary 
beater at least one minute, untjl 
the batter is entirely smooth. Fill 
greased custard cups or very 
hot iron popover pan one-third full 
and bake at 450 degrees for 20 
minutes. Then reduce heat to 350 
degrees and bake 30 minutes long 
er. When popovers are taken 
from the oven, make slits in the 
side to allow excess steam to es- 
cape. (The secret of successful 
popovers is to beat the mixture 
thoroughly and to be sure the cups 
are sizzling hot when the batter is 
poured in).

The Doctor 
On Cancer 
Of Breast

Logan Clendening, M. D. 


ONCE asked a very wise old 
| surgeon who was also one of 

the best pathologists in the 
country — “How many women’s 
breasts have been removed by sur- 
geons under the diagnosis of can- 
cer, when the condition was be- 
nign and the operation was not 
necessary ?”—and he answered -- 
“The astronomers have not yet 
counted enough stars to equal 
that figure.” 

This was a long time ago and 
surgeons have certainly improved 
since then and become more con- 
servative. 

But the point is that while a 
lump in the breast is always seri- 
ous and demands an examination 
it is not necessarily cancer and 
does not necessarily call for sur- 
gery. George Crile Jr. of Cleve- 
land, recorded his findings in 200 
consecutive patients who came to 
him with the complaint of a lump 
in the breast and he found only a 
little more than a quarter of them 
(69 to be exact) to be cancer. 
These, let us emphasize, were not 
selected cases—-just the first 200 
that came‘along, with no attempt 
on his part to establish a record 
or make a point. 

x * * 


THE CONDITION which resem- 
bles cancer of the breast most 
nearly and the occurrence of 
which scares so Many women un- 
necessarily is called cystic disease. 
It is a chronic inflammation, in 
which either the entire breast is 
lumpy or there may be a single 
discrete lump consisting of a sin- 
gie cyst. Most of the women with 
this condition are between 30 and 
50 years of age, so it is regarded 
as an involutional change, occur- 
ring after the period when child’ 
bearing is normally over and the 
normal function of the breast has 
ceased to exist. Incidentally these 
cysts give pain and are tender 
more frequently than cancer. If 
lumps in the breast are many and 
if they are painful they are more 
likely to be cystic than cancer. 

Of course the watchword of the 
cancer control campaign is to get 
the condition early and remove it. 
So what is a woman with a lump 
in her breast to do? Obviously she 
can’t make so important a decision 
by herself. She can’t say: “Well, 
here is this lump, but I am only 45 
years old, in the _ involutional 
period and there is tenderness, so 
I guess it is qystic,” and let it go. 
But what I am trying to teach her 
is that she mustn’t say: “Oh, I 
know if I go to a doctor he will 
say this is cancer and want to do 
an operation, and I’d rather sit 
here and die than go through that 
suffering.” In other words, I am 
echoing the famous words of my 
predecessor, Dr. Munyon—“There 
is hope.”

PROBABLY THE most impor- 
tant single fact that the doctor 
will have to go on in making his 
diagnosis is the patient’s age. 
Seventy-five per cent of women 
with cancer of the breast are over 
50 years of age, 37 per cent are 
over 60 and 13 per cent are over 
70. All beyond the age of involu- 
tion, you see. But also remember 
that 20 per cent of cancers of the 
breast occur in women in the for- 
ties or younger. 

The next most important sign 
of cancer is dimpling or fixation 
of the skin over the lump, Cysts 
generaly are not attached. to the 
skin. Enlargement of the lymph 
nodes (kernels) in the armpit is 
also important in diagnosis, al- 
though we all wish women would 
come for diagnosis before that 
occurs, Retraction of the nipple 
occurs in benign and cancerous 
conditions in about equal number. 

If the decision is at all in doubt 
a small part of the lump can be 
excised under local anesthetic 
and submitted to a pathologist for 
microscopic examination. This 
does not jeopardize the ultimate 
outcome of the operation if an 
operation is necessary. 

The results of operation com- 
bined with X-ray and radium aft- 
er treatment are now s0 good 
that every effort should be made 
to submit to an early diagnosis. 


Questions and Answers. 

Mrs. J. B.—If a man has a spinal 
anesthetic for a hernia, is there 
any danger of his getting pneu- 
monia? The doctor told him to le 
on his back, but the nurse made 
him lie on one side and then the 
other to avoid pneumonia. 

Answer: Probably a misunder- 
standing. The doctor would allow 
some change of position if care- 
fully done. Pneumonia is not 
much of a hazard with a spinal 
anesthetic.

Why F. B. |. Arrested a Former Pastor on Charges of Being Nazi Agent

NEWARK, N. J., Jan. 8. 


ECAUSE a Coast Guardsman 
B patroling a lonely Long Island 
beach two years ago was alert, 
eight Nazi saboteurs were cap- 
tured and speedily brought to 
justice, A front-page sensation 
for two weeks, they fast faded 
from the public mind, But not 
from the mind of the guardian of 
the public and the country: the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation. 
Where were the saboteurs to op- 
erate? What were their plans? 
Most important of all, how were 
they to live after they were landed 
by submarine? Who was to care 
for them? These and more ques- 
tions the FBI asked the eight 
“supermen,” but the German pris- 
oners sullenly refused to talk. 
The FBI was certain, however, 
that the group had expected to 
report to someone in the United 
States. They carried little with 
them save money, but one had in 
his pocket a plain white linen 
handkerchief. And the FBI has 
ways—scientific ways—of making 
such mute things talk. The hand- 
kerchief was subjected to various 
tests and, finally, in faint purple 
lines there appeared the scrawl: 
“PAS. Krepper, Route No. 2, 


Rahway.” 

The FBI in New Jersey was 
called in and it turned out that 
they knew a good deal about 
“PAS. Krepper.” They knew he 
had left Germany in October, 
1941, stopped off in Barcelona and 
Lisbon, and arrived in the United 
States on Dec. 16, 1941. They 
knew he had expressed admira- 
tion for the Hitler method of ex- 
terminating “undesirables,” and 
they had had him under observa- 
tion. That observation became 
more intense after the handker- 
chief yielded its secret.

N Dec. 20, 1944, Carl Emil Lud- 
0 wig Krepper was arrested at his 

home, 68 James street, Newark, 
on charges of being the contact 
man for the eight Nazi saboteurs 
and others. The F. B. 1. agents who 
took him into custody were no 
strangers to him. He had often 
seen them dining at Newark’s 
swank business man’s Down 
Town Club, where Krepper for 
several months had been em- 
ployed as food control clerk. By 
one of those queer quirks of fate, 
he had landed a job in the place 
where Jersey F. B. I. Chief Sam- 
uel K. McKee and many of his 
aids eat regularly. 

The 60-year-old former Luth- 
eran pastor (hence ‘the “PAS, 
Krepper”) was remanded to Hud- 
son County jail in default of $30,- 
000 bail—$10,000 on each of three 
Federal grand jury indictments 
against him. He is scheduled to 
be tried this month. 

The indictments said in part: 
“In the defendant’s capacity and 
position as an agent for the Ger- 
man Reich the defendant did... 
arrange and provide for living 
quarters and other facilities in 
accord with his agreement with 
representatives of the German

to such persons as would be ac- 
credited to him from said repre- 
sentatives by a password or use 
of code.” The indictments allege 
that Krepper was permitted to~é 
take out of Germany a large sum 
of American money, which he 
brought to this country in the 
form of rare stamps and curren- 
cy. He continuously received a 
salary from the German Govern- 
ment and its agencies, it is 
charged, with the stipends being 
paid to his wife in Germany. 
Named as co-conspirators, but not 
indicted, were Krepper’s wife, 
Mrs. Bertha Krepper, and Walter 
Kappe. Both are believed to be 
alive in Germany. Kappe was for- 
merly a leader of the German- 
American Bund in the United 
States. He returned to Germany 
and became an official of the 
Auslands Institut (Foreign Insti- 
tute) and a Lieutenant in the 
German Army. He was charged 
with the responsibility of train- 
ing saboteurs and spies. 


J. Edgar Hoover, director of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
told this story of Krepper: 

“After the message of the hand- 
kerchief was revealed, a check of 


Reich to harbor and give refuge F.B.I. files disclosed that the for-

mer pastor of churches in Rahway 
and Carteret, N. J., and Philadel- 
phia had been listed as “pro-Ger- 
man” during World War I. An- 
other report casting doubt on his 
loyalty to the United States was 
received a month after he returned 
in 1941. Krepper agreed to engage 
in Nazi propaganda dissemination 
and to previde a haven for Ger- 
man agents who came here. The 
agents were told to get in touch 
with Krepper by using the address 
‘P. Kaiser’ and Krepper was to re- 
ply ‘Yorktown.’ Krepper kept in 
touch with his Nazi bosses through 
a mail drop in Barcelona, Spain, 
set up when he stopped off on his 
way here.”

ORN in Altona, Germany, Krep- 
B per first came to the United 

States on Nov. 11, 1909. He began 
his theological education at Kreppe, 
Germany, and continued his min- 
isterial studies here. He was nat- 
uralized at Philadelphia on July 
28, 1922. He returned to Germany 
in 1935 and came back to this 
country in July, 1937. Returning to 
Germany again in September of 
that year, he re-entered the States 
for a short stay in August, 1938. 
During his stays in his homeland, 


Krepper served as “state minister” 
of a church and drew his salgry 
directly from the German Govern- 
ment. He became a strong Hitler 
supporter.” 

Krepper presented a cringing 
spectacle at his arraignment the 
day of his arrest. He trembled as 
he was fingerprinted by United 
States deputy marshals and 
smeared black ink across his fore- 
head. He covered his head with 
his coat and his face with a 
handkerchief in attempts to hide 
from news photographers. But by 
the time he was brought before 
Federal Judge Thomas F. Meaney 
for pleading on Dec. 29, the al- 
leged member of Hitler’s hierarchy 
of Supermen had regained his 
composure and the movie butler's 
mien which distinguished him 
among his acquaintances, He stood 
before the bar with folded hands 
and meekly asserted he had no 
funds to retain counsel,

TATING that the nature of the 

case required “eminent counsel,” 

Judge Meaney assigned Krep- 
per’s defense to Arthur T. Vander- 
bilt, former president of the Amer- 
ican Bar Association and Repub- 
lican leader who had been men- 
tioned as a prospective successor 
to United States Attorney Gen- 
eral Francis Biddle if Thomas 
Dewey were elected President. 


To residents in the vicinity of 
68 James street, Krepper was 
known only as “the old man with 
the satchel.” A woman : war- 
worker said she “always knew 
there was something fishy about 
him.” A butcher said he had seen 
mysterious cars coming and go- 
ing about James street for sev- 
eral months. “I knew something 
was up,” he said, “but not this 
Nazi business.” The corner bar- 
tender added: “We thought all 
those fellows were detectives, but 
it was the F. B. I. all the time, 
I guess.” 

Rahway and Carteret people 
hold varied recollections of their 
former pastor, ranging from 
“hard and domineering” to “a 
nice man,” Rev. Arthur B. 
Renschler, pastor of Zion Luth- 
eran Church in Rahway, said his 
congregation still suffers from 
the Nazi stigma with which cer- 
tain groups labeled the church 
some years ago. He said Krepper 
was “arrogant and dictatorial; he 
rode roughshod over his congre- 
gation.” But Adolph Nearing, 
trustee of Zion Lutheran Church 
of Carteret, recalled Krepper as 
“reasonable and friendly, never 
showing any Nazi leanings.” 

Co-workers at the Down Town 
Club said Krepper was reticent, 
never mixing with the others. His 
job kept him out of the dining 
room for the most part, so he had 
little opportunity to hover around 
the tables of business men who 
lunch there daily. Among the 
clientele are the Federal Judges 
of North Jersey., 


The former minister worked as 
a salesman in a stamp collector's 
exchange for a time after return- 
ing here in 194%. But always he 
was under the watchful eye of 
the ever-wakeful F. B. I. His 
trial is expected to result in new 
and sensational disclosures of 
Nazi underground methods in the

Arguments Against an Open Fire 


N open fire has great charm. 
A anc if the question is put as 

to whether to light an open 
fire everyone’ will exclaim that 
they would just love it. 

But an open fire means hauling 
logs up from the cellar, mussing 
up your clothes and very likely 
getting splinters in your fingers. 
It is important, therefore, to as- 
semble good reasons for not hav- 
ing an open fire. 

One good argument is that it 
is almost bedtime now and will be 
before the fire gets nicely started. 
So why light the fire and leave it 
to burn out by itself? 

Another is that though the room 
is cold you have opened all the 
drafts in the furnace and the heat

Or it may be argued that the 
wood is green or wet and needs 
drying out so that the longer you 
keep it the better it will burn. 

Point to the dirt an open fire 
makes and the prospect of its 
smoking. Remind that, as a matter 
of fact, it really gives out little 
heat, Suggest the danger of a roar-

ILLIONS of players have 
M found to their sorrow that 
aces and kings in the greatest 
possible profusion do not guaran- 
tee the success of grand siam, or 
even small siam contracts. Here, 
as in humbler contracts, consider- 
able judgment must be exercised 
in selecting the right denomina- 
tion. For example— 
North, dealer. 
North-South vulnerable. 
4J106 


Needless to say, West's well- 
guarded queen of trumps proved 
something of an obstacle to the 
fulfillment of the contract! 

The bidding was bad on the part 
of both North and South. North 
should have bid three spades on 
the second round: had he done so 
he probably would not have felt 
the need for further expression 
over South's likely jump to six 
spades. South, for his part, should 
not have leaped all the way to 
six no-trump after he had made 
the very strong takeout of two 
spades on the first round—four, 
or at most five, no-trump would 
have been ample. 

It should be observed that seven 
clubs would have been a lay-down. 
This contract also, however, would 
have been dependent on a break in 
the trump suit—in this case, clubs 
—hence not superior to the ‘actual 
seven spades. The right contract, 
assuming that the grand slam 
level was risked at all, was seven 
no-trump, and this could have been 
made, though not easily, by 
South’s cashing the top spades, 
the heart king and all the clubs, 
thus squeezing both defenders, 
East would have to keep diamonds, 
West the spade queen, so neither 
could guard the heart suit,
